ORDER 

New Delhi, the 26th August, 1969 
G . S . R . 2093 . - -Whereas the extradition treaty between India and Bhutan as con 
tained in Article 8 of the Treaty between India and Bhutan 1949 as amended , 
provides as follows: 
( 1 ) The Government of India shall, on demand being duly made in 

writing by the Government of Bhutan , take proceedings in accor 
dance with the provisions of the Indian Extradition Act , 1962 
(of which a copy shall be furnished to the Government of Bhutan ) , 
for the surrender of all Bhutanese subjects accused of any crimes 
specifled in the Second Schclule to the saic Act who may take 

refuge in Indian territory . 
( 2 ) The Government of Bhutan shall, on requisition being duly made by 

the Government of India , or by any officer authorised by the Gov 
ernment of India in this behalf, surrender any Indian subjects , or 
subjects of foreign power , whose extradition may be required in 
pursuance of any agreement or arrangements made by the Govern 
ment of India with the said power , accuscd of any of the crimes, 
specified in the Second Schedule to the Indian Extradition Act 1962 
(Act 34 of 1962 ) , who may take refuge in the territory under the 
jurisdiction of the Government of Bhutan and also any Bhutanese 
subjects who , after committing any of the crimes referred to in 
Indlan territory shall flee into Bhutan , on such evidence of their 
guilt being produced as shall satisfy the local court of the district 

in which the offence may have been committed ." 
Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) of 
section 3 of the Extradition Act, 1982 ( 34 of 1982 ) the Central Government 
hereby directs that the provisions of the said Act, other than Chapter III , 
shall apply to Bhutan with effect from the date of this notification .
